For if they de not get fach a Whizg Hoxfe of 
Commons as they defire, they put the Charch up- 
on a Neceffity of keeping a more Watchful Eye 
over them, whom fhe fees Reftlefs for her Le- 
fruition, Befides, they cannot hope to get the 
Queen to Break thofe Solemn Promifes fhe made 
to the Church, upon her Accefion to the Crown, 
not only of Supporting and Maintaining it, but to 
Beftew her Di/tinguifoing Favexrs upon thofe who 
were moft Zealous for it; and to take Care, 
that it fhou’d be fafely Tranfmitred to Pofterity. 

But feppofe the Church were Leveil’d with 
the Ground, a Whigg-Parliament will never put 
the Presbyterians into the Sadale, whom they 
know to be fach Furious Riders.

fenters alt they cou’d ag2inft the Charch of England: 
And by Them, at laft, Broke it to Pieces. And thy 
thefe Good Proteftant Whiggs and Diffenters Cray 
Aid of the French King agaiaft King Charles |. Af 
ter the Refforation King Charles Il. fet up the 
Diffenters in’ the Year 1672. And we all know 
now with what Defign.
